POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY.

SYMPTOMS, AND. CAUSE. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 

says :'— 

We see a lot of chickens running about in 
full vigour, chasing flies, searching for 
insects, and enjoying themselves 
thoroughly. But after a while — begin 
to droop, become listless, not only sto 
growing, but seem to get smaller, an 
though ‘not actually ill with any disease, 
they logk ill, and ‘lose appetite. This is 
particularly noticeable in small runs 
which are stale and overcrowded. The 
birds become tired of goi ng over the same 
ground day after day, and finding no in- 
sects or anything they like. Owing to the 
cold, dry’ weather we have had this 
season, there is very little insect food 
yet, and the want of this sort of food 
is a more serious matter for chickens 
than for adult fowls. The fact is, like 
ourselves, they lose interest in their 
surroundings and need a change. Not 
only do they foul the surface rapidly, 
but they exhaust the supply of insect 
food that may have been plentiful at 
first.

THEORY IN WARRANTY ACTION. 


(GEFORE Ea JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
R. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The hearing of the appeal in the case of 
Michael Hegarty, a farmer, of Coole West, 
Carrignavar, against John Barrett, a farmer, 
of Ardskeagh, Charleville; was concluded. 
The appeal was from a decree for £20 given 
by the Circuit Court Judge in County Cork 
to Mr. Hegarty, in respect of an alleged 
breach of warranty in the sale to him by Mr. 
Barrett of a bull warranted to be a thorough. 
bred Aberdeen Angus. 

On behalf of the plaintiff it was stated that 
no matter what type of cow a purebred 
Aberdeen Angus bull was mated with, the 
calves produced should be black, or black and 
hornless, whereas, in the present instance, the 
calves were of various colours. It was sub 
mitted on the part of the defendant that there 
was no evidence to support the theory that 
every pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus bull could 
only beget black or black and hornless calves. 

Mr. Festice Sullivan, giving judgment, said 
that it had been stated that because certain 


calves produced by this bull were what were j. 


called ''magpies,” that reflected on the 
pedigree of the bull, and established that it 
could not be a pure-bred animal. The weight 
of evidence established beyond question that 
the markings and colour of the calves could 
not be relied on to establish that the bul! 
was not thoroughbred. His lordship thought 
that the evidence on behalf of the defendant 
i entirely outweighed: any evidence on the part 
of the plaintiff on the question of the mark- 
ings of the calves. The Civil Bill should be 
dismissed: and the appeal allowed, 

Mr. Jmstice O'Byrne concurred. He said 
that it had been proved that the bull sold 
to the plaintiff was the progéhy of the two 
animals mentioned in the catalogue, both of 
which were duly registered in the Aberdeen 
Angus herd bood. The onus of proof was 
thrown on the plaintiff to establish that this 
amma! was not pure-bred, and the evidence 
seemed to have completely failed to establish 
that fact, or that there was any breach of 
warranty. — 

The appeal accordingly was allowed.

Tt was reported at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Dublin Board of Public Assistance that 
the cases given relief last week numbered 
2,696, an increase of 189 compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. 

Councillor Medlar asked Dr. W. C. Dwyer 1 
whether he could account for the increase. 
and the Chairman (Mrs. Kettle) asked 
whence did these extra people come. 

Dr. Dwyer—Some of them simply walk 
in here, and they come from all parts of the 
Free State. We keep them here for a couple 
of weeks and then discharge them. 

Replying to the Chairman, the doctor said 
that a number of these people come . from 
Liverpool and other English industrial 
centres, whither they had gone in search of 
work. After being kept at the union for 
two weeks, they were given their train or 
‘bus fare and sent home. 

A deputation from the Dublin Unemployed 
(Able-Bodied) Men's Association came to the 
gate of the union while the Board meeting 
was. on, and was refused admittance. Mr. 
D. J. O'Neill, Secretary of the Association, 
told members of the Press that the deputa- 
tion desired to put certain grievances before 
the Board with regard to the way in which 
cases were dealt with at the Relief Offices, 
Chatham row.

Mr. MacENTEE, who rose at 5 o'clock, 
said :— 

In every financial survey made during the 
past decade it has been customary to observe 
that “ conditions during the year became 
increasingly bad.” We have to say that of 
the financial year 1931-32, as, I fear, we 
shall have to say it of 1932-1933, except in 


so far as the new Government, by a wiser | 


policy, may mitigate the evils of our depress- 
ing heritage. The economic consequences of 
the Great War have involved almost every 
State concerned therewith, whether van- 
quished or victorious, in an equal disaster. 
The collapse of huge speculative under- 
takings has left investors everywhere possibly 
much wiser, but undoubtedly very much 
poorer. These circumstances have co-operated 
‘to restrict, first of all, industrial production, 
and, as a consequence, to narrow and depress 
the market for our agricultural products. 
This State might have cscaped the worst 
consequences of the present situation. It is 
well known that in agricultural communities 
changes in economic conditions always lag 
behind, but correspond to, the changes which 
take place in associated industrial communi- 
ties. When, therefore, industrial conditions 
became universally depressed, it followed in- 
evitably that agriculture, though at a later 
date, would become depressed also. The 
Hatry crash gave us an ample forewarning 
of what was to come, and if at any time 
thereafter, as disaster supervened on 
disaster, culminating in the departure of 
Great Britain from the gold standard in 
September last, “our financial and fiscal 
policies had been informed with a little 
prudence, a little foresight, and a little 
courage, we should today be facing the 


future with greater equanimity. 


What, however, is the position in which 
we do find ourselves? It is my duty to set 
it truly and plainly before the Dail and 
before the country, so that all may realise 
the magnituds of the task on which our 
minds must be set.

POSITION OF CITIZENS. 


Bo much for the capital position ef the 
State. I should like to speak now for a 
moment of the present capital sition 
of the citizens and to compare it with 
the position as it was at Slst March, 1931. 
Taking that date first, we find that during 
the year preceding it we had an investment 
income of approximately £9, 
derived largely from investments» in 
Britain. The capital value of those 
ments was about £177,300,000 gold 
to 41,779,087 gold ounces. In 1931-1932 
investment income shrank to about £8,960,000 
sterling, equivalent to 1,640,948 ounces gold, 
and the capital value of our investments at 
Sist March, 1932, was reduced to about 
£165,960,000 sterling, or 350,061,421 otimces 


cold, 

It will thus be realised that, due to 
the default by Great Britain in her gold 
obligations, this country has lost no less 
a capital sum than 11,717,666 gold ounces, 
or, expressing it in terms of the value 
of sterling at 3Slst March, 1932, of 
£63 ,900,000. 

Similarly, our annual income from these 
investments, again expressed in terms of gold 
converted into pounds sterling, has decreased 
by £3,560,000, mainly due again to the de- 
parture from the gold standard. It is to be 
hoped that these facts will be kept in mind 
by every section of the House when the 
question of the land annuities comes to be 
discussed. 


GOLD AND TRADE. 


And now, what is the sub-structure of trade 
which maintains this capital position, and 
upon which the whole fabric of our finances 
is borne’? In 1930-1931 the total value of 
our import and export trade was £98,068,000 
gold. Im 1931-1952 that value, expressed 
partly in gold and partly in paper pounds, 
was £85,750,000. The contraction, even ex- 
pressed in this way, is startling enough. It 
is much more startling if the trade is con- 
sidered in terms of the same unit for both 
years. Taking the gold ounce as our standard 
of value, we find that in 1930-1931 our total 
import and export trade was worth 25,108,807 
ounces gold, whereas in 1931-1932 it was 
only worth 15,721,925 ounces gold. The 
decline, therefore, in 1951-1952 was equivalent 
to 7,386,882 ounces gold. So that, in 1931- 
1932, the total value of our import and 
export trade was only 68 per cent. of what 
it was in 1930-193], and only 65 per cent. 
of what it was in 1927-1928.

side the more notable deficiencies in this 
regard were the beer duty, which declined 
by £666,042 to £2,761,611; the duty on motors 
and tyres, which produced 896, or 
£115,087 less than in the preceding year; and 
the duty on tobacco, which for the first time 
in many years failed to expand, and at 
£3,426,471 was £13,980 below the yield for 
1930-1931. The most noticeable disappoint- 
ment, however, was the daty on hydro-carbon 
light oils, which, despite the fact that the 
rate of tax was doubled during the year, 
yielded only £535,218, or £114, less than 
the estimate. 

The diminished revenue from the beer 
duty was not, I am sorry to say, occa- 
sioned by any notable increase in tem- 
perance. 

It was mainly due to the fact that my pre- 
decessor collected in 1929-1930 duty upon heat 
which did not go into consumption until 
1930-1931. Similarly, the decreased yield 
which I anticipate for 1932-1933 is due, not 
at all to any decrease in domestic consump- 
tion, but to the fact that duty was paid in 
1951-1932 upon the libations of this year. 
In this connection, however, I may confess 
that I have some hope that during the cur- 
rent year certain travellers coming from the 
dreary desert of prohibition may do some- 
thing to revive one of the ancient glories of 
the revenue.

A GRIM ASPECT. 


Leaving behind us that unedifying past, 
we may now turn to the year before us. It 
presents a grim and forbidding aspect. It 
will be a hard year—a year of self-denial for 
all of us. But it will be an honest year. We 
shall honour our obligations to our own 
people, and we shall pay our way. Accordin 
the White Paper giving the éstimates a 

receipts and expenditure, issued some days 
ago, we shall require to provide during the 
year £4,824,377 for Central Fund Services 
and £21,969,623 for Supply Services. The 
latter however, ott wd no provision for 
the additional funds which will be required 
under the Old Age Pensions Bill, recently 
introduced, and under a minor bill modifying 
the Military Fensions Act, which will be 
introduced in due course by the Minister for 
Defence.

THE CENTRAL FUND. © 


The published requirement for Central 
Fund Services includes the ear-marking of 
£900,000 for the purposes of the Road Fund 
roper, the provision of £650.000 for Sinkin 
und payments, and £1,768,750 for interes 
on outstanding debts. The total provision 
for the service of debt is £2,419,650, or 
£575,553 more than last year. Of this sum 
£150,000 is to cover the cost of issue and 
the capital charges in this year upon a new 
loan which may have to be raised. The 
increase in the balance remaining over what 
was provided last year is almost entirely due 
to the fact that we are putting £450; to 
the Savings Certificate Interest Egqualisa- 
tion Fund. We are thus making complete 
rovision for all interest accrued to 3Sist 
arch, 1932, on £7,020,000 of Savings Certi- 
ficates issued. By doing that we are doing 
more to establish the credit of this com- 
munity at a high level and upon a sound 
basis than all the “ Ballyhooing’”’ which has 
been indulged in during the past ten years, 


SUPPLY SERVICES. 


Coming now to the Supply Services in the 
White Paper, these eal. at £21,969,623. In 
former years something was always knocked 
off this item for savings. The custom en- 
gendered a tendency in the spending depart- 
“ments to inflate estimates in anticipation of 
the cut. The estimates which we are now 
considering were prepared under these condi+ 
tions. They undoubtedly contain an element 
o' this inflationary character. If I were to 
follow the example of my predecessor I 
should avail myself of the whole of this 
element, and utilise it for the purpose of 
securing a balance. There are special con- 
Biderations in this particular year which 
render it inadvisable to follow, to the fullest 
extent, this precedent. The general, specula- 
tive and economic position abroad, and the 
new taxes to which 1 am compelled to resort, 
impart a larger element than usual of un- 
certainty to our estimates of the tax yield. 
Í do not propose, therefore, to write down 
the estimates to the fullest extent, as wus 
previously cone, but to reserve a part of 
such elements of estimation as they “may 
contain to meet an deficiency in the 
revenue which may arise from the causes to 
which I have just referred. At the same 
time, however, I do not propose to be con- 
tent . with what are, after, all, » merely 
hypothetical savings. I feel that new 
administrative methods in the Civil Service 
would eventuate in real economies. It is our 
intention to set up special machinery to 
pecure these, and we propose, for the pur- 

es of the Budget and for extra services 
— I shall detail later, to take credit for 

em. 


CATEGORIES NORMAL. AND 
ABNORMAL. 


The vexed question of the segregation of 
items of expenditure into the categories 
normal and abnormal remains to be dealt 
with before I proceed to the more arith- 
metical side of the Budget. I am convinced 
that in the main both the extent to which 
and the manner in which that segregation 
has hitherto been made, are indefensible, No 
authority on public finance would attempt to 
justify borrowing to provide for services like 

ublic Works and Buildings, grants to Uni- 
versities and Forestry. 

The position, however, becomes not 
merely unjustifiable, but farcical, when 
we have every little fiddle-faddle of 
public expenditure arbitrarily classified 
as abnormal merely to achieve a balance. 

That is not to say that there are no ex- 
penditures which may be classified as ab- 
normal, There are. But they must he 
unusual in their magnitude, and generally 
unusual also in their character. Ou these 
grounds the cost of the Shannon scheme 
would properly be defrayed by borrowing. 
Public Works, where these are definitely of 
a recurring character and are not of such a 
nature as will yield a certain and immediate 
economic return, cannot be regarded as ah- 
normal, and should not be provided for out, 
of borrowing. 

On the other hand, abnormal expenditure 
arising, for instance, out of military opera- 
tions of a costly nature may properly, in 
the early a at, least, be regarded as ab- 
normal. f the operations, however, were 
long drawn out, so that a warlike condition 

e the normal habit of the State, then 

& large part of such expenditure would have 
to be regarded as normal. Similarly, the pro- 
vision of emergency relief in the ¢ase of wide- 
spread famine or a national catastrophe 
could properly be classified as alnormal ex- 
penditure, whereas the expenditure necessary 
to relieve the continuous or recurring dis- 
tress of poverty-stricken elements of the com 
munity must be regarded as normal, and 
must be provided for out of normal revenue. 


CLOAK FOR INEPTITUDE. 


According to these well-established prin- 
ciples it is permissible to regard as abnormal 
expenditure some portion of the costs of a 
war, and, possibly, all the costs of replacing 
property damaged or destroyed by war. But 
it is mot permissible to fix, as my pre- 
decessor did, an arbitrary figure as the level 
of normal expenditure on the Army, and to 
classify all expenditure above that figure as 
abnormal and to meet it: by borrowin If 
it were possible to justify proceedings of that 
kind by any principles of public finance, then 
we could justify its application to every ser- 
vice in the The procedure would even-

Bearing these arguments in mind there are 
only two items in the present year’s esti- 
mates which I feel can be regarded and 
treated as abnormal. These are, first, the 

rovision which is to be made under Vote 14 
or Lore losses compensation, and, 
secondly, the provision made in the Central 
Fund estimates to complete the repayment of 
the Dail Eireann (Internal) Loan. These two 
items together amount to £137,100. 


LOCAL LOANS. 


As to whether our contribution to the Local 
Loans Fund should be regarded as normal or 
abnormal there may be some room for argu- 
ment. In view of the fact, however, that the 
fund is now being mainiy used“to finance 
public health works and housing schemes, 
which; the former particularly, cannot be said 
to yield a full economit’rétum, it is my 
opinion that these contributions should now 
be regarded as a provision which should 
normally be made out of revenue. Otherwise 
we shall be compelled to ‘continue the same 
high charges for loans from the fund as have 
hitherto prevented many local authorities 
from proceeding with necessary public works; 
As this year's contribution to the fund, how- 
éver, will be made out of revenue of an un- 
usual and, perhaps, non-recurring character, 
the question will remain open for another 
year, 


ADDITIONAL SUMS. 


Having thus cleared the ground, we shall 
now attack tho main problem. As I have said 
in the estimates of expenditure on the Supply 
Services, which were prepared by my pre- 
decessor, nothing was included to cover the 
additional provision which, arising out of the 
Old Age Pensions Bill recently introduced, 
has to be made this year for old age pensions, 
nor for additional wound and disability 
pensions, all of which are to be provided 
under the terms of a new Army Pensions Bill 
to be introduced at an early date by the 
Minister for Defence. These items will require 
the Exchequer to find an additional sum this 
year of not less than £270,000, of which about 
£250,000 will be absorbed by old age pensions. 
The total amount, therefore, to be provided 
will be :—

From this amount I propose to deduct 
the sums required for property losses 
compénsation and to complete the re- 
payment of the Dail Eireann (Internal) 
Loan, and thereby to reduce to £26,926,000 
the amount to be provided out of taxation 
for the afore-mentioned purposes. 


FROM EXISTING TAXATION, 


From the White Paper it will be seen that 
the existing taxation will bring in .only 
£19,893,000, and that this, with the non- 
taxable revenue of £3,417,000, will produce 
an additional reveriue of £23,310,000. We 
have thus to find at the outset £3,616,000 
—over three and a half millions. 

_The raising of that amount under present 
circumstances is a truly terrifying task. The 
late administration went to the country be- 
cause they would not face it. We propose to 
do it, however, and to do something more. 
We must do it in order to maintain existing 
services, and we have to do something more 
to accelerate the provision of houses and’ in 
order to enable local authorities to provide 
relief in the form of employment for those 
of the community who are workless and 
hungry. 

We shall not be able.to. rely solely on 
taxation to provide to the full extent that 
something more. We shall have to ask 
the personne? in evéry branch of the 
public service to come to the “assistanre 
of the commnnity.. We. shall. have to 
secure rigorous e¢onomies in the existing 
administrative machine, and we mav 
have to borrow. Oné thing we shall not 
do. We shall not cut the social services. 
We shall also, so far as possible, suit the 
burden to the back. 


RELIEF OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 


In view of the special emergency, it is 
necessary to make additional provision: for 
the relief of unemployment, partly by means 
of free grants for housing and public health 
schemes, partly by loans at low rates of in- 
terest from the Local Loans Fund, and partly 
by special road works financed from borrow- 
ings undertaken by the Road Fund. These 
unemployment relief items, taken together, 
will reach a total of £1,550,000, in addition 
to which there will be available £550,000 
already provided under Vote 8 for the Local 
Loans Fund. Moreover, something must be 
done in this year for the relief of agriculture 
and for the children of those families who 


are in receipt of home assistance. In respect 


of.the first we propose to make an additional 
supplementary —_ of £250,000 in relief of 
rates on agricultural land, thus giving effect 
to the resolution which we put before the 
House when in Opposition. 

In respect of the ‘second, we propose to 
give a sum of £100,000 to assist local authori- 
ties to provide milk for the children of 
families in receipt of home assistance. 

In order, therefore, to arrive at the total 
deficien¢y which we must cover the sum of 
£1.550.000 for emergency unemployment re- 
lief schemes, together with the sum of 
£350,000 for agriculture and contribution to 
Home Assistance. must be added to the 
figure of £3,616,000 already mentioned. mak- 
ing £5,516.000 in all. 


-. FUTURE MORTGAGED. 


Tt mav be asked here are there no reserves 
to which we might turn in this desperate 
situation. J regret to have to sav that there 
are none. Every asset that Could be realised 
was realised hy my predecegsori and realised 
largely to defray expenditure which, if not 
altogether avoided by economies, ought to 
have been met out of normal revenue.

RELIEF FOR CHILDREN. 


1 shall begin with the tax which, at any 
rate, in its first incidence falls upon the more 
comfortably circumstanced amongst us. The 
British income tax in September last was 1n- 
creased to 5s, in the £. Ours in October last 
was only increased by sixpence to ds. 6d. 
Why the increase was so small I do not know, 
since an additional halfpenny per pound was 
imposed on sugar, which is a necessary of 
life, particularly among the very poor. 

ropose to emulate the good example of Mr. 
inowden, in praise of whom certain Irish 
papers were lyrical a few months ago, and to 
increase the standard rate of income tax to 
5s, in the £, and to confine the half-rate relief 
to.the first £100 of taxable income. 

I realise, however, that for those who earn 
the lower incomes this would be a very heavy 
burden, and I propose in the case of earned 
incomes to increase the earned income allow- 
ance to one-sixth of the amount earned up 
to £450, leaving the allowance in the case of 
any balance in excess of that figure at one- 
tenth of such excess, subject to a maximum 
earned income allowance of £200 in all, 

Furthermore, when the Fianna Fail Party 
sat on the benches opposite we indicated by 
amendments which were put down to the 
successive Cumann na nGacdheal Budgets 
that the relief in respect of children should 
be increased, and the figures then aimed at 
were £50 for the first child and £40 for each 
other child. Our amendments were rejected. 
They came from the Fianna Fail benches, 
and, as a matter of course, were immediately 
dubbed impossible by the then Government, 
I find that they are neither impossible nor 
impracticable. In fact, we can do very much 
better than we had hoped, so that the allow- 
ance, not for the first child merely, but each 
child, may be increased to £50, and I pro- 
ose to make that commendable reform 
accordingly. 


THE FORLORN BACHELOR, 


The fact that I am able to make an allow- 
ance in respect of children fills me with pity 
and concern for the forlorn bachelors we 
have amongst us. How can a Minister for 
Finance do anything for a bachelor? He 
cannot, for instance, grant him any relief 
in respect of children. The problem has 
caused me great cogitation, because, since J 
am tm this mood of beneficence, I should like 
to be beneficent towards everybody. Un- 
fortunately circumstances will not permit me, 
by increasing the married allowance, to 
gild the bonds of holy matrimony, but 
possibly by making the drear loneliness 
of bachelordom’ more repellent I might 
drive many an eligible young man to take the 
plunge. Accordingly, I-propose, by reducing 
to £125 the personal, allowance e to un- 
married persons, to add a gold-tipped arrow 
to Cupid’s quiver, and to make matrimon 


the refuge of bachelors and spinsters wit 
taxable incomes. ) 

It is good to think that, even for a Minister 
for Finance, virtue may bring something more 
than its own reward, because as a result of 
this entirely beneficial re-arrangement of the 
income tax reliefs and allowances I hope to 
bring into the Exchequer an additional 
£35, this year, and about £56,000 in a full 
year, apart altogether from the sum of 

; ‘000, which 1 hope to get from the in- 
crease in the standard rate. By the re- 
arrangement of reliefs and allowances a large 
number of taxpayers who are paying income 
tax on the old scale, even at the 3s. 6d. rate, 
will be relieved altogether of income ‘tax. 


INVESTMENT INCOME, 


There are two other changes of first import- 
ance which we intend to make in regard to 
income tax. I have already indicated that 
the allowance in respect of earned incomes up 
to £450 will increase to one-sixth. We have 
now to do something for the possessors of in- 
vestment income on condition that they them- 
selves do something for the country. With a 
view to encouraging our own citizens to in- 
vest their capital in Saorstat industry, we are, 
therefore, including in the Finance Bill a 
clause providing for an allowance for income 
tax purposes of twenty per cent. in respect 
of dividends arising from subscriptions to any 
issue of capital made after the passing of the 
bill by a Saorstat public company which satis- 
fies certain conditions. These will be broadly 
that the company’s trade is carried on mainly 
in the Saorstat, that the company is managed 
and controlled in the Saorstat, and that the 
whole of the issue of capital to which the con- 
cession applies is devoted either to the estab- 
lishment of a new business or the extension of 
an existing business. Certain types of busi- 
ness will be excluded from the benefit of the 
concession. The allowance will be granted to 
the individual investor, who must be resident 
in the Saorstat and not. resident elsewhere, 
and will have efféct not only for income 
tax, but also for sur-tax purposes.

case of foreign companies trading in the 
Saorstat which have shareholders resident in 
this country, but which do not maintain here 
a branch register of the shareholders. The 
scope of the tax will he enlarged to bring i 
public companies the liability of whose 
members is unlimited, and which distribute 
profits amongst members. The exemption 
granted to public utility concerns, working 
under statutory limitations as to prices or 
rates of dividends, will be withdrawn, except 
in so far as it applies to dock, canal or rail- 
wayway cndesiiitane or to certain building 
societies or the Agricultural Credit Corpora- 
tion. The tax free allowance will be reduced 
to £5,000, instead of £10,000, and the tax 
will be charged in respect of every accounting 
period ending after the 3lst December, 1930. 
As a result of all this we hope to secure 


for the Exchequer £230,000 in the current | 


year. 
BANK NOTES. 


Over and above the fee payable to the 
Currency Commisison by banks in respect of 
the consolidated bank notes which they ta 
in circulation, we propose to impose an add! 
tional 13 per cent. on such notes. There will 
be a further tax of 3 per cent. on that part 
of the respective quotas allocated to the 
several banks, which is not in circulation. 
in this way we shall get £90,000. : 

The total amount which I propose to raise 
by means of the aforementioned Inland 
Revenue taxes is £1,445,000. 


CUSTOMS AND EXCISE. 


HALFPENNY OFF SUGAR. 


We have now to call in the assistance oi 
the Customs and Excise. In October last my 
predecessor imposed an additional tax of 
id. per lb., or 4s. Sd. per cwt., on sugar. 
Sugar has a very high food value, and is an 
absolute necessary of life. A tax on sugar 1s 
a “hard ” tax.. It cannot be imposed with- 
out a corresponding increase in the cost of 
living. It, therefoie, ‘alis heavily on the 
very poor. Tea, on the other hand, has 
little value as food. It is not a necessary of 
life. A tax upon it is a “soft” tax—that 
is to say, tea iax ned not neces. 
sarily involve a diminuation in consump- 
tion or an imerease in the amount 
spent ven the commodity.. The poor can 
adjust themselves to it more easily than to a 
tax upon sugar. They will not have to pay 
more for tea, and I have no doubt that with a 
tax on tea we shall have enterprising grocers 
proclaiming to the public that their ‘‘ 2s. 8d. 
tea is still 2s. 8d.”’ 

I propose, therefore, to replace by a 
duty on tea the additional tax which last 
October was imposed on sugar and sugar 
composite goods. 

That is to say, a Customs and Excise duty 
at the effective preferential rate of 4d. per Ib. 
(the full rate being 6d.) will be imposed on 
tea, while the Customs and Excise duty on 
sugar will be reduced by 4s. 8d. per cwt., or 
4d. per lb. The change will make virtually no 
difference in the revenue; the remission of the 
sugar duty, costing £400,000, with the tea 
duty, just about balancing that at £418,000. 


PACKAGE TAX. 


The growing practice found particularly 
among large distributing firms and multiple 
shops of importing their commodities ready 
sas wih for sale has been noted. The custom, 
undoubtedly, has restricted opportunities for 
employment here. . We should at least be 
allowed to pack and parcel for ourselves the 
foreign foodstuffs which we are compelled to 
eat. I hope at one and the same time to 
help the revenue and to provide employment 
by imposing a package tax at the rate of two- 
pes per packet or parcel and twopence per 

ottle. The tax will apply to all articles of 
food and drink, and to cosmetic and medicinal] 
preparations, packed ready for sale. 


TAX ON DANCES. 


In the present circumstances it would not 
be justifiable to refrain from extending the 
tax on entertainments, much less to reduce it 
in any of its applications. It is necessary, 
therefore, to enlarge the scope of the tax to 
cover all forms of entertainment, includin 
dances, for which an admission fee is charged. 
The duty will cover outdoor sports, horse 
racing and greyhound coursing, and will bring 
in £84,000 in the current year: There will be 
no change in the duty on cinematograph 
films, nor will the existing exeraption on 
theatrical entertainments be withdrawn. 


TOBACCO DUTY. 


The question of an increase in the tobacco 
duty must now be considered. At the presént 
moment the Customs duty on tobacco in this 
country is Is. 4d. per pound less than 
in Great Britain. It will be necessary 
to increase the duty by Is. 2d. per 
Pound. In this connection, however, special 
consideration must be given to the position 
Gf the smaller manufacturers vis-a-vis their 
more powerful competitors. When the duty 
was increased in t Britain in September 
last. the manufacturers there were able to 
shoulder fhe burden of the tax and to re- 
frain from passing if on to the public. “HH 
Would not be possible for our native mann- 
facturers to do this. Some of them are, «in 
fact, working at a slight Íoss so far as pipe 
tobacco is concerned, We propose, there: 
fore, in the case of firms which were carry- 
ing on business in the Saorstat continuously 
since Ist April, 1932, as manufacturers 
tohacco, and which have since remained in 
the beneficial ownership of Trish-b vn resi- 
dents, to grant a special rebate of 70. in re- 
spect of every pound of unmannufactured to- 
hacco received by them. This will enable 
them, by increasing their charges slightly 
tn the public, to make good their losses. In 
the case of the more powerful and foreign- 
owned firms in this country we expect that 
they will act in the same spirit of selfs 
denial’ towards our citizens, as they did 
towards those in Great Britain. The net 
amount which I expect, to get this year from 
the increased tobacco duty will be £350,000.

BARRELS. 


Arising out of representations which were 
made to me by a deputation from the 
licensed trade, I had the existing position 
of the brewing and distilling trades carefully 
investigated. There is no doubt that tho 
smaller breweries, particularly, have been hit 
uxtremely hard by the depressed economic 
conditions of the past ten years. Many of 
them are on the verge of extinction, the outs 
pu; of some being not even so much as 
5.000 barrels.

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


It is also proposed to make permanent the 
duties which are popularly referred to as 
the ‘‘ McKenna Duties.” These duties on 
musical instruments, clocks, watches, and 
cinematograph films were first imposed in 
1915, and have been annually renewed since. 
There does not appear to be any good reason 
for continuing this inconvenient procedure. 
It was first devised at a time when every 
Liberal had to be a Free Trader, even after 
he became a _ Protectionist. Times have 
changed since, and I understand that nowa- 
days a Liberal may be anything and every- 
thing he likes, so long as he is nothing long. 
The procedure remains merely as a relic of a 
vanished age in British politics. I propose 
to abolish it. 


BENEFIT TO 'BUS OWNERS. 


The particularly difficult position in which 
many small passenger-carrying concerns have 
been placed by the imposition and increase 
ef the petrol tax and by the seating tax on 
omnibuses has been brought under my notice. 
I have had the situation carefully investi- 
gated, and I am satisfied that, unless some 
relief be afforded, many of these concerns 
will be driven out of business and many 
people thrown out of employment. The 
Government could not permit such a position 
to arise, and, accordingly, have decided to 
reduce the seating tax in the case of ‘buses 
by 334 per cent. as from the end of the cur- 
rent quarter. This concession will cost about 
£23,000 


43 NEW DUTIES. 


The net result of all the changes which 
have been made up to this point still leaves 
a very considerable sum lacking to balance 
what ¥ may describe as the normal Budget. 
I have still to find additional £1,508,750. 

My position would have, indeed, been a 
hopeless one if the need of the revenue and 
the policy of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce had not chanced to coincide. New 
duties to the number of forty-three are being 
imposed, on the advice of the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce. All are necessary 
for the fulfilment of our industrial programme, 
since we are capable of producing here every- 
thing to which they are applied, and they 
will yield to the revenue £910,000. 


TAX ON NEWSPAPERS. 


The full list of duties will be set out in the 
schedule attached to the necessary resolution, 
but I may say at this stage for the informa- 
tion of the House that 

Among the more important of them is 
a tax on newspapers and periodicals im- 
ported in bulk quantities and of which 
the superficial area of page or front cover 
does not exceed 320 square inches. in 
this case the full rate of duty will be 
1d. per copy, with a preferential rate of 
1d. During the period in which | have 
been considering the Budget proposais | 
have had urgent and emphatic demands 
from many quarters for the imposition of 
such a duty. Undoubtedly its imposi- 
tion now will heip both our native 
printers and our native writers. 

Another important duty will be a tax on 
constructional steel, imported, fabricated, 
and ready for erection. We may not be able 
at this moment to roll steel sections here, 
but undoubtedly we are able to drill and fit 
and erect them. At this moment practically 
none of the fabrication of these structures 
is being done in the Saorstat, and similarly 
tir erection is being carried out by out- 
siders. 


SALARY “CUTS.” 


The position at this stage is that, allowing 
for the remission in Sugar Duty, the ’Bus 
Seating tax, and the Beer Duty, we have 
provided for £26,260,250. But on our nor- 
mal Budget we require, as I have said, 
£26,926,000. I shall have to ask for sacri- 
fices from those who are engaged in public 
employment to help me to find the remainder. 
I propose to find by reductions in salaries 
and allowances in the various branches of 
the Public Service—and I hope 1 may be 
able to say later that this has included the 
Judiciary—the sum of £250,000. In the 
light of the community’s urgent need this 
cannot be regarded as too large a sum to ask. 

From savings, due to ores ae in the 
cost of the Supply Servi we hope to get, 
say, 14 per cent. of £21, 968,000, the amount 
of the original estimate. This should pro- 
duce £529,535. In addition to this we pro- 
pose to have the whole system of admunis- 
trative routine in the Public Services, and 
with it the question of office accommodation, 
lighting, heating, and furnishing thereof; the 
utilisation of modern business appliances; 
purchase of stationery and consumable stores 
generally; printing, etc., examined by a 
body of experts ce os | engaged for the 
task. ‘Taking into consideration the magni- 
tude of the services concerned it should not 
be difhcult for an examination of this kind 
to produce a saving of not less than £100,000 
in the current year. 

As a result of the sacrifices and econo- 
mies which I have indicated I anticipate 
that we should be able to reduce the 
expenditure figures for the normal Budget 
by approximately £679,555, leaving the 
net expenditure on that side of the 
Budget at £26,247,365. Against which 
we can set tax and non-tax revenue 
amounting to 426,260,250, leaving a 
surplus at this Stage of £12,856. 


PLIGHT OF UNEMPLOYED.

On the latter, for 
instance, if, as sometimes happens, dapping 
becomes a trifle monotonous, one can turn 
to the weifly or the troll with every reason- 
able hope of taking a salmon—whereas over 
the greater part of Lough Derg salmon are 
so conspicnous by their absence that it is 
more or less a waste of time trying for them.

THE ARTIFICIAL GNAT. 


Fishing with the artificial spent gnat is a 
more lively form of entertainment than the 
natural mayfly. The latter entalis a long 
16ft. rod, a light silk blowline, two may 
flies on a single small hook, and calls for 
little skill on the angler’s part...It is, ol 
course, essential that the flies rest as lightly 
as possible on the surface of the water, with 
out dragging, so that the force of the wind 
is a determining factor in the length of line. 
But the maneeuvring of the boat often plays 
a larger part in keeping the flies in position 
than any effort of the anglers, and, except 
in the actual playing of a fish, success is 
largely contingent on the efficiency of the 
boatmen, 

On the other hand, since it is most success- 
fully practised when there isa dead calm, fish. 
ing with artificial lure is at once more skil 
ful and more exciting. In the evening, when 
the spent gnats lie dying on the water, the 
rise is often a remarkable sight. The trout 
seem to prefer the spent msect—they wll 
not. look at the Green Drake when 
the former are about—and all over the 
loughs one can see the big and little 
fish gobbling up the flies at a tremen- 
dous rate. Then the wise angler discards the 
dapping weapon for a 10ft. rod and flat- 
winged gnats. with. good stiff hackles, and 
proceeds to try and circumvent his fish. For, 
broadly speaking, the whole art lies im inter- 
cepting your quarry. You see a fat trout 
moving along gobblifigrone fly after another, 
and you must make up yonr mind as to the 
direction he is taking Then get your boat 
athwart his line of advance and cast as long 
a line as possible, but always a couple of 
rises or so ahead of him, half drowning the 
fly. 
Never cast directly over a rising fish, and, 
if he declines your offer, do not withdraw 
your cast till he has passed on. Nor does 
it pay to pursue a trout with too much 
ardour; for the aim should always be to 
have your fish swimming towards the boat. 
Sooner or later as he moves on, snapping the 
natural gnats, he will take your facsimile m 
his stride, so to speak, and make his -last 
grave error. So that patience will, in the 
long run, command success, as when the big 
trout are feeding on the gnats they get the 
wanderlust. Instead of remaining more or 
less stationary near the shores or under the 
lee of the rocks, they move considerable dis- 


tances, but sooner or later return to their 
normal haunts. And it is well to bear in 
mind that the trout on Corrib and Mask are 
inclined to come gently at the fly, so that 
you must give them time, and tighten on

POOR RELIEF IN DUBLIN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In answer to the figures so carelessly 

produced in the name of the Chamber of 
Commerce, I would point out that my figures 
are taken from the Returns of Local Taxation 
for the year ended 31st March, 1930—County 
Borough Accounts, Appendix VII., pages 45 
to 51—the latest returns published, by which 
they can easily be checked. I explained the 
present difficulty of arriving at the amount of 
peer rate expended on the relief of the poor 

y quoting from the Local Taxation Returns 
or March, 1907, page XI., which set forth 
the numerous expenses which must. be 
defrayed from the poor rate besides public 
health charges and all county expenditure, 
such as “‘ guarantees for railways, harbours, 
etc.; compensation for criminal injuries, the 
cost of extra police,” and many other 
charges. My critic states that “ the charges 
are not necessarily the same in each district. 
For example, the Waterford Gity rate in- 
cludes the charge for mental hospitals, 
whereas the charge for Grangegorman is not 
inclu led in the Dublin City poor rate.”. My 
answer to this is that the upkeep of mental 
hospitals is part of the expenses of a county 
borough defrayed from the poor rate, and 
that, if he will refer to page 51 of the Returns 
for 1950, he will find that, while Waterford 
“snes £7,908, Dublin spent £98,445 on mental 

ospitals. 

The next paragraph says :—‘‘ Since you 
were dealing with Home Assistance, you 
should have quoted the figures for that relief, 
which, for the year ended 31st March, 1930, 
are as follows, the second figure being the 
amount expressed as a poundage rate on the 
valuation :— 

“ North Cork, including 
city | 
** Limerick City 
“ Waterford, including 
city aks sbbasobes tae be ls. 
“ Dublin City 1s. 

My critic seems to have forgotten that my 
figures referred only to the four county 
boroughs, and he did not observe that the 
figures he has given referred to Home Assist- 
ance in the counties. I discovered them 
eventually on page 42 in the accounts for 
Home Assistance in the counties and costs of 
county institutions, hospitals and county 
homes. County Cork is divided into North, 
West and South Cork. The £11,487 for North 
Cork was spent on Home Assistance, and does 
not include the city—how could it? The 
County Borough of Cark paid £32,669 to the 
Board of Assistance (see p. 49). For 
lamerick we have two payments for Home 
Assistance and county institutions. The first 
for Home Assistance is £14,214 (maintenance 
and clothing cost more than that), Limerick 
County Borough £8,913 for Home Assistance, 
and a further sum for maintenance and 
clothing, wile Limerick County Borough 

aid £29.875 to the Board of Assistance. 
Waterford’s £20,238 is for Home Assistance 
in the county, the County Be-ough paving 
£13,272 to the Board of Assistance. The 
same correction is necessary as to Dublin's 
£130,397, which will be found on page 44, 
spent on outdoor relief in County Dublin, the 
County Borough paying £151,477 to the Board 
of Guardians. 

The whole statement is so incorrect in

They all know how genuinely and whole- 
heartedly the President. was interested in the 
industrial and social well-being of the 
country.

THE PEOPLE ON THE LAND. 


Their main industry was agricultme, and, 
although many would agree that its organi- 
sation was ill-balanced—that the proportion 
of tillage against grazing was inadequate— 
the satisfactory feature was that the majority 
of their people were on the soil. The adjust- 
ment of the balance could be effected, and, 
by intelligent direction, the production of 
their internal needs could be harmonised with 
the export trade that was deemed wise or 
desirable. 

They were in a comparatively backward 
position in the manufacturing industries, but 
this need not cause them undue regrets. Let 
them by all means aim at efficiency, but let 
it be efficiency within certain well-defined 
limits—an efficiency that will visualise their 
units of production, diversified and well 
spread over the entire country. 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS. 

Coming to our immediate problems, certain 
developments recently had afforded much 
food for reflection. e did not intend to 
make political references there, but he 
stressed the fact that both in agriculture and 
in the manufacturing industries very definite 
steps had been taken.

Its aim was the 
rehabilitation of the country and of all the 
citizens within the country.

There was just one other matter that he 
might be permitied to mention He had 
some experience of industry in this country,

He pointed out that, whilst 
Irish euterprise was subjected to an almost 
consistent barrage of criticism, the losses in 
foreign investments by Irish investors were 
never mentioned. It was worth noting, and 
he would be glad to see published the total 
losses of their investors in these external 
spéculations and have them contrasted with 
the losses in their own Irish concerns.

IRISHMAN'S INTERESTING 
BOOK. 


From Ovr CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Wednesday. 

An Irishman has written an extremely in- 
teresting work in “ An International Air 
Force,' published to-day, and he is well 
qualified to discuss a question that possibly 
is no longer an academic one, as it has been 
included in proposals submitted to the Dis- 
armament Conference at Geneva, The author, 
Mr. J. M. Spaight, C.B.E., LL.D., entered the 
Civil Service after a distinguished career at 
Dublin University, where he. was’ double 
Senior Moderator in 1900, and became a 
member of the Senate in 1905.

The Bishop of Kilmore, proposing the 
adoption of the Church of Ireland Temper- 
ance Society's report, said that it was 
right that they should thank. the society 
for the steady work it had done. They 
should thank Almighty God for the tremen- 
dous change that had taken place “in: the 
temperance question. Some people ascribed 

to the increased price of intoxicating 

ink; that might be partly the cause of it, 
but there was another factor, and that was 
the humdrum, steady work of the society 
in the matter of. education—education in 
local meetings, and, above all, education in 
their schools, 

He did not know if any of them realised 
the work done im placing facts in a simple, 
straightforward way before the children that 
they may be warned before: they go out 
among the temptations of life. 

There was a wave of temperance coming 
over the land, but they should continue their 
steady work in the day and Sunday. schools. 


GAMBLING AND SOCIAL PURITY. 

There were two other objects now included 
in the work of the society—the promotion of 
social purity, and also the discountenancing 
of betting and gambling. 

It was not the time to enter into a dis- 
cussion on gambling, but those who were 
in close touch with city or country life, espe- 
cially city life, knew that the spirit of 
gambling and the habit of gambling had 
terrifically increased during the last decade, 
and they felt that it was a real menace to 
the national character. They were grateful 
to the Temperance Society for keeping 
under its care this work also, and they 
gave the society a watching brief in the 
vear to come, and prayed that God might 
bless their work. 

Captain Storey, M.B.E., seconded, and 
said that the main work of the society was 
educational. Last year, out of 174 schools 
presented for examination, 108 were from the 
Church of Ireland, and that was an increase 
of 13 over the*preyiots year. In the Northern 
Parliament Sire Dawson “Bates said that in 
Northern Ireland arrests for, deunkenness had 
decreased by 35 per cent. in fite years.

The theatre managers’ reply to protests was 
that the le wanted the type of films 
that were being exhibited, but surely, said 
Canon ‘Hall, that is a slur upon the mentality 
of the people. Films with immoral 
tendencies were lowering and degrading. life. 
He appealed to.all clergymen and members 
of the public to support film censorship. 

Dealing with slum clearance, Canon Hal! 
said that 1t would be a good thing if derelict 
sites were acquired by public bodies. for 
building. Landlords of these sites were ask- 
ing impossible prices for them, and conse- 
quently all constructive effort was stopped. 
Some of those sites were held by people 
of great estimation. ‘‘.In fact,” said Canon 
Hall, “‘one is held by a member of my own 
congregation who never goes to Church,” 

Mr. John Burstow, in seconding the. reso- 
lution, said that the Free State had an 
enormous advantage over Northern Ireland 
in one respect—they had a real and effective 
Censorship Board, which had done great 
work. He hoped ‘that it wuuld not be long 
before they had a similar censorship in 
Northern Ireland.

The council, recognising that the cinema 
theatre is now a firmly established fact of 
modern life, and the great influence upon the 
moral life of the community which it

uncil desires to point out that the British 
Board of Film Censors is without statutory 
authority and only indirectly exercises any

The meshes of its net are wide enough

A notable exhibit- some people have

emale centaur upon a picnic party. By 
pricing such work at £25 Lady Glenavy 
tends to spoil the market for professional 
artists. Mr. Gerald Kelly is represented this 
year by several portraits, including yet 
another version of his ‘wife. 1 often wonder 
how much of the attractiveness of Mr. Kelly’s 
work comes from himself, and how much from 
his sitters. The work of Mr. Frank 
McKelvey and of Mr. Humbert Craig seems 
to have hardened and sharpened this year 
into something akin to the technique of the 
Southern painters, and I helieve it to have 
gained in significance thereby. : 

Although, except the Haverty pictures, 
there is little or nothing to strike the eye in this 
year's Academy, yet the general level of 
quality is higher than usual. But the fact 
remains that most of the exhibits are as. dull 
as ditchwater, and it is hich time that the 
Academy began to call itself to order. I do 
not suggest for an instant that it deliberately 
confines its selections to saie and dull stuff 
or that it would fai] to hang better work if 
it could get it. ‘The real fault lies in the 
paucity of painters. But I do believe that 
the Academy could make a mechanical change 
which, even with the. same material, would 
make an enormous difference to the quality of 
its exhibition. 


-MEDIOCRITY ABOUNDING. 


To be brief, it could cut down the number 
of exhibits by at jeast a half. At present 
ood pictures is 
scattered. amidst.a..vast.collection of dull 
daubs, which make. np in technical virtues for 
what. they lack in“inspiratien, originality or 
strength. If half of these daubs were cut out 
the proportion of good pictures would be 
automatically doubled. When the total 
number of exhibits is reduced to two hundred 
— say, 125 oils, with the remaining 
space distributed among water - colours, 
drawings and architectural designs, with a 
few bigger and better pieces of sculpture— 
the Royal Hibernian Academy is likely te 
play a much more influential part than it 
does at present in the artistic life of Ireland. 
The honour of being hung will be infinitely 
greater. 

The trouble seems to be to-day that the 
Royal Hibernian Academy is in the position 
of the frog in the fable; it blows itself up 
in an effort to keep step with the cross- 
Channel ox at Burlington House. Because 
the Royai Academy 
hangs a greai crowd 
of pictures, the Royal 
Hibernian Academy 
tries to do the same. 
It forgets that the 
population of Britain 
to the population of 
Ireland is about ten 
to one, and the pro- 
portion of painters is 
correspondingly 
greater. In order to 
have a large éx- 
hibition the Irish 
Academy (which may 
nct accept more than RCT RI 
eight pictuces from Mr. Dermon O'Brien, 
any individual artist) P..R.H. A, 
is compelled to accept the work oí 
a host uf undistinguished English artists, 
and 10 request exhibits—whose carriage 
must be paid—from English artista of less 
dubious merit. Now, no English painter of 
merit is likely to send his best work across 
the Channel for exhibition here when he has 
a chance of having it hung at Burlington 
House; and the two exhibitions very nearly 
synchronise. Thus, when Ireland gets the 
work of good English painters it is only 
because they do not consider it good enough 
for the Royal Academy in London; and the 
Royal Hibernian Academy is inundated with 
unsolicited daubs from third-rate Englishmen 
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‘who know perfectly well that their stuff will 


not get a show at Burlington House, and are 
anxious to have it hung elsewhere. This 
state of affairs will continue so long as the 
Royal Hibernian Academy keeps up the silly 
ose of an international Academy—and so 
ong as it hangs. more. than about two hun- 
dred pictures in the year. 

There is only one living policy for our 
Academy. It must realise that the only 
people who matter to it are those who con- 
stitute what I have called the “ national” 
group, and it must encourage those ' people 
y every means in its power. It might, for 
instance, pay more attention to the hanging 
of their pictures. The work of Messrs. Lamb, 
MacGonigal and O'Sullivan, even though on 
that occasion it is not their best work, is 
so incontestably above the general level as 
to deserve vastly better hanging than it has 
received.

RELIEF WORK OF HELP 
SOCIETY.

President, presided at the annual meet- 

ng of the Irish branch of the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Help Society, which was heid 
at, 50 Merrion square, Dublin, yesterday. 
Those present were—Lady Arnott, D.B.E. ; 
Elizabeth Countess of Fingall, Miss Murray 
Ker, Miss Sullivan, Mrs. Gaisford St. 
Lawrence, M.B.E.; Miss H. Rothwell, Mrs.

Mrs. J. Fetherstonhaugh, Henorary Secre- 
tary; the Rev. Canon Adderley, the Rev. J.

The annual report stated that from the 
Dublin office £1,150 had been granted in 
pre-war and st-war ex-Service 
men. The Society issued 32,000 tickets for 
hot meals, and gave orders for 628 bags of 
coal and 46 pairs of blankets. “It ~ also 
supplied artificial teeth to men unable to 
urchase them, sent men to hospital, amd 
bought horses and donkeys for men unfit for 


manual labour, who were thus able to earn | 


their living as dealers. Articles were 
redeemed from pawn, and grocery debts paid. 
Insurance arrears were paid to enable men to 
qualify for benefits. Railway fares were 
paid for men who had been promised em- 
ployment in distant towns, and also. for 
soldiers on furlough who had _ lost their 
travelling warrants. Grants were made 
towards the funeral expenses of old soldiers, 
aud to those in the Union Infirmary small 
grants were made from time to time to enable 
them to buy tobaceo and other comforts. 
There was, unfortunately, a considerable 
réduction in subscriptions, but this was more 
than compensated for by the splendid success 
of a féte held in the Earl of: Iveagh’s grounds 
last May. | 


DISTRESS IN THE COUNTRY. 

In moving the adoption of the report, the 
chairman said that it had disclosed a general 
state of distress in the country, and the 
work of the Society, in assisting needy e$- 
Service men, was more than ever necessary. 
He considered that the Society was in a better 
position financially than was the case last year. 
This happy situation could be ascribed almost 
entirely to the efforts of the organisers of 
the Mayfair Féte, which had proved a 
brilliant Success, and the funds from which 
had put the Society on its feet again. They 
owed a deep debt of gratitude to Mrs. Can- 
ning Loughridge and to Miss Blount, in par- 
ticular, for the exceedingly hard work they 
had done in connection with the féte. All the 
counties had helped to make the féte a suc- 
cess. particularly "Sligo and Cork. 

In one respect the Society had not been 
as successful in its appeals as in former years. 
Last winter, for the third year in succession, 
an appeal was made for money subscriptions 
and gifts of clothing and blankets and fuel. 
In each of the previous years over £300 had 
been collected in this way, but the response 
to last year’s appeal was not up to expecta- 
tions, and a little under £200 had heen re- 
ceived, The explanation of the decrease pro- 
bably was to be found in the fact that the 
Society's subscribers were feeling the present 
economic situation as much as anybody else, 
and possibly, as well, the. novelty of the 
appeals had worn off, It would be a great 
pity if the Society were forced to cease opera- 
tions, as it was a body that had done a great 
deal of good. He hoped that it would be 
possible to keep it going for another year at 
any rate. Some of the people whom the 
Society had assisted were practically starving. 


AN ACTIVE ORGANISATION. 

Mr. M. J. Nolan, seconding, said that the 
society was the one organisation he knew 
that did not sit down and hope or pray for 
money to come in; the members went out and 
got the . money. Considering the com- 
aratively small amount that it received from 
veadquarters and the amount that it expended 
each year ín grants, the work of the society 
was remarkable. He feared that the Irish ex- 
Service men were beginning to be regarded 
as a class apart from those in Great Britain. 
That was not the case; all were members of 
the same Army. He felt very strongly that 
money: subscribed in England was not for ex- 
Service men living there only. It was for all, 
and the Irish ex-Service men were entitled to

THIRTY-TWO A LLEGED 
OFFENCES. 
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PROSECUTION UNDER THE 
PHARMACY ACT. 


i (BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

Miss Rebecca Tomkin, 10 Marino Mart, 
was summoned by the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Ireland for thirty-two alleged offences 
against the Pharmacy Act. In seven other 
cases Miss Angela Devine and Miss Rose 
O'Donohoe were défendants. 

Mr. Vincent Kearns, solicitor, Monaghan, 
appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. Joseph 
McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. Little, 
QO hUadhaigh and Proud) defended. 

The complaint against defendant. was that 
she permitted the sale of poisons, such as oil 
of savin or ergot of rye, in boxes, bottles 
or wrappers, on which the name of the drug 


labelled. 
Mrs. Rutland gave evidence of having 
visited Miss Tomkin’s shop on 8th February. 
Miss Tomkin and her assistant, Miss Anges 
Devine, were there. Witness asked Miss 
Tomkin for a box of Smith’s ergot-apiol 
tablets. Miss Tomkin said she did not think 
she could sell them, bat on consulting a 
book she said, “ Oh! I cam” and, passing 
over tablets, said they were 6s. 6d. Witness 
paid the money and got the tablets, which 
were simply wrapped up in brown paper in 
the original packet. 
labelled poison, and witness did not sign any 
book. On the 12th February a similar pur- 
chase was made by witness, and in the 
presence of another inspector, Mrs. Wedding, 
On 15th February, when witness called there 
again, Miss Devine was alone in the shop 
and supplied her with a third box. Witness 
was not asked on any of these occasions to 
sign a book.

Neverthe- 
less, strictness must be commended more 
highly than laxity in a matter of films 
which are liable to make or mar the 
character of a country’s population. We 
believe that the Free State’s censorship of 
films in essence is right, even if we differ 
from her conceptions of a literary censor- 
ship. At all events, there is little room 
for doubt that Britain and Northern Ire- 
land reguire a film control after the Free 
State model. The agitation for such a 
reform has become widespread in the 
North during recent weeks, and something 
is bound to come of it. Films to-day are 
like the tongue in Alsop’s fable: they can 
be an instrument of real good and of in- 
calculable harm. The Council s report 
demands urgent and full consideration in 
Northern Ireland. 


SYNOD JOTTINGS. 


From OUR CHURCH or [IRELAND 
CORRESPONDENT. 


Yesterday was a day of quiet interest in the 
General Synod. A good deal of business was 
done, being almost altogether of a non- 
controversial character. The speakers on the 
resolution for the election of the Home Re- 
union Committee formed a strong contrast to 
one another. The solid and carefully-weighed 
words of the Bishop of Cashel, enforced by a 
frequent use of the didactic forefin er, were in 
contrast to the forceful, heartfelt utterance 
of the Regius Professor of Divinity. Then 
followed the stately periods of the Archdeacon 
of Dromore, whose open hand, rather than 
clenched fist or forefinger, stressed his 
remarks. 

The house had the experience of hearing one 
of the lay members from Portadown on two 
occasions.

ADDRESS BY DR. T. R. 


GLOVER. 


Dr. T. R. Glover’ yesterday delivered his 
third and conc lading address in the series 
of Donnellan Lectures given this year at 
Trinity College, Dublin. The Provost pre- 
sided in the presence of a crowded audience. 

Dr. Glover took as his subject “ The Mind 
of the Teacher,’’ and began by saying that 
there were three questions one must ask one- 
seli about any character it was desired 
to understands — " W hat does he say? 
What does he mean’? What was his experi- 
ence which led him to speak as he does?” 
Jesus, he said, lived in a world which was 
devoted to Moses, and to the religion and 
law of Moses. He spoke of the mind of 
Jesus and its directness in regard to popular 
conventional religion and the contemporary 
belief in demons, and asserted the indepen- 
dence of Jesus to Moses. To Him, he 
said, authority was not what Moses said, but 
what Ged said. Some people treated Moses 
as a code. Jesus always treated him as a 
man, and challenged every man to be his own 
Moses. Passing on the lecturer quoted Luther 
on the subject of predestination, and said 
it was a subject they seldom heard treated 
nowadays in sermons, but Luther, talking. on 
the subject, had said : ‘ Begin with the 
wounds of Chitst." he (ross was part 
ef the works of Christ to bring God really 
into the heart of man.

Sir, William , Taylor, who is Vice- 
Chairman of the Hospitals’ Committee 
in connection with the Irish Hospitals’ 
Trust’s Sweepstakes, was asked last 
night his opinion of the tax of 25 
per cent. of the amount allocated from 
sweepstake receipts to voluntary hocpitals. 

Sir William Taylor decl that this 
tax was a most scandalous roceeding. 
He said that already 3354 of the receipts 
from the sweepstakes to yoluntary 
hospitals had been taken for the benefit 
of the country, or what might be called 
Government, hospitals, Tó deduct a 
further 25 per cent, could only be de- 
scribed as scandalous. If the tax had 
been imposed on the full sweepstake 
receipts, it would probably dry up the 
whole source of income; but in avoiding 
that nothing could justify so large a 
deduction as a quarter of the income of 
the yoluntary hospitals from the sweep- 
stakes. ‘ 

The utmost deduction, said Sir William 
Taylor, should have been not move than 
five per cent. 


“VERY UNFAIR.” 


Surgeon P. T. McArdle said that the 
new tax on hospitals’ receipts from the 
sweepstakes seemed to him very unfair. 
The sweepstakes were originally run for 
the benefit of the voluntary hospitals. 
He held that the Government was already 
getting enough out of the sweepstake 
operations by way of income tax, but, if 
they wanted more, the sweepstake prize- 
winners were those who would least. feel 
such a tax. It was an unfair tax on 
voluntary hospitals, because they had. to 
face a time of diminishing yoluntary con- 
tributions. The Minister was taking 
from the voluntary hospitals the means by 
which they served the poor. 

Viscount Powerscourt, in reply to an 
inguiry, said that he had nothing to say 
on the matter. The executive of the 
Hospitals’ Committee would be holding a 
meeting immediately, but he could not say 
whether the tax on the hospitals’ receipts 
would be discussed.

M.P.'s VIEW OF TAX ON 
SWEEPSTAKES. 


“This is the last straw in the anomalous 
position which we in England /have 
reached over the sweepstake question.” 
This was the comment made by Sir 
William Davison, M.P., last night, when 
he learned of the proposal in the Free 
State Budget. to take 25 per cent. of the 
hospitals’ share in ‘‘ sweeps.”’

HE Budget introduced yesterday by 
Mr. Sean MacEntee, Minister for 
inance, was expected to be very unusual. 
t lived up to expectations. Indeed, while 
deputies were prepared for a novel scheme, 
they did not contemplate anything so 
revolutionary and so far-reaching as that 
which Mr. MacEntee produced. 
Many of its proposals will inevitably be 
yg og but doubts were freely expressed 
to its ultimate workability. One 
deputy pointed out that it is bound to be 
pular because of the amount of money 
which the Government proposed to dis- 
tribute directly for housing, unemploy- 
ment, and such like. 


HEAVY INCREASES. 


The increases of income tax and sur- 
tax are regarded as severe, and calculated 
to restrict, rather than increase, private 
enterprise. The principle by which the 
money is taken away from the ihdividual 
under these heads and spent by the 
Government on its various schemes is held 
by some to be the more extravagant and 
less efficient method of finding employ- 
ment, 

Mr. Norton, the leader of the Labour 
Party, expressed general approval of the 
Budget, which, he said, in its attempt to 
solve the housing problem was a sub- 
stantial advance on the previous Govern- 
ment’s efforts. This problem, he said, was 
now being tackled in earnest. The raising 
of a million pounds on the credit of the 
Road Fund was a reform which he had 
himself indicated in a recent speech in the 
Dail.

Mr. P. Wall, Manager of the Metropole 
Ballroom, Dublin, when interviewed re- 
garding the addition of the entertainment 
tax to dancing, sail :—‘‘ It is a form of 
taxation that is bound to irritate the 
public, and I feel sure that the results 
will not justify it. In the first place, 
most dances nowadays are run by clubs 
or on club lines, where everyone knows 
everyone else. As such, the modern ball- 
room is an annexe almost to the home. 
Secondly, the dancing season proper only 
lasts some three and a half months of the 
year, and I think, therefore, that the 
overhead charges, the cost of officials, col- 
lectors, and the general control of entry 
to dance halls would exceed the revenud 
Bo gained in such a short period. As far 
as in the country are concerned, 
I can see great difficulty in collecting.”

clared that if the wireless business was 
bad before, these taxes w.ul! kill it.

TEA. 


The duty of sixpence per Ib. on tea 
will, for the most part, be subject to the 
preferential rate of fourpence per Ib., 
because the bulk of the tea consumed in 
the Irish Free State comes from India. 
A certain quantity of low-priced tea is 
imported from Java for use in blending 
cheap teas, and this will be liable to the 
sixpenny duty. : 

ublin tea traders, when interviewed 
on the subject last night, declared that 
this must result in an immediate rise in 
the price of tea, especially as it applies 
to all teas now in stock, 


TOBACCO. 


Asked by an Irish Times reporter last 
night whether the increased duty would 
have any effect on the consumption of 
tobacco in this country, Mr. P. J. Carroll; 
head of the well-known Dundalk firm of 
tobacco manufacturers, said that the new 
duty had been fixed on an entirely 
different basis from that which has 
hitherto obtained. 

“Naturally, they came as a surprise 
to ns,” Mr. Carroll continued, “ but, 
without experience of the method, we pre- 
fer not to prophesy as to what the results 
are likely to be. 

“I should not care to say anything 
about the effect the increase is likely to 
have on_cross-Channel tobacco companies. 
They know the situation, and they only 
are in a position to deal with it.”

Several reecommendations on the 1931 Hous- 

ing Act were made by the Executive’ Com- 

of the Association of Municipal 
Authorities of Ireland at a recent meeting. 

It was. considered that, for the pu of 
financing building schemes, local authorities 
should have the option of borrowing loans on 
the annuity system. When schemes are 
financed by instalment loans it is necessary 
either to strike the rent on the average annual 
repayment, or to strike it on the first annual 

yment, and reduce it annually with each 
oe “rás of the loan charges. This, it was 
urged, would be impracticable, and would 
place an undue burden on the tenant during 
the earlier years of tenancy. 

It was also recommended that the State 
grant should be either by way of a lump sum, 
or by ] annual contributions spread over 
the wh riod of the loan, Under the 1931 
Act, it: is pointed out, local . anthori 
ties would be compelled either to borrow 
on twenty-year loans, which are too short, 
or to find, in the case of longer 
loans, from the rates or from tbe tenant, a 
sum in lieu of the State contribution after 
that contribution had ceased at the end of 
a eg years. 

A final recommendation stated that, with 
the exception of partial remission of rates, 
local authorities should not be called on to 
bear any portion of the cost of building 
operations, as. that would restrict their 
activities.in solving the housing problem, and 
would place the greatest burden on the autho- 
rities most actively engaged in house-build- 
ing. The Committee also considered that the 
State contribution should be maintained at 
£60, or its equivalent, in contributions to 


loan charges.

Almost boom-like conditions characterised 
the Gilt-edged market yesterday, and quota- 
tions were again raised sharply in all direc- 
The advances ranged from “ to lj 
points, the latter representing the advance 
scored by the 4 per cent. Consols, and new 
high levels were attained in numerous 1” 
stances. Business was on an active scale, 
buying orders on both home and foreign ac- 
count literally pouring into the market fol- 
lowing upon the favourable impression 
created by Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s speech 
at the bankers’ dinner on Tuesday night.

British 
runds attracted wide attention, and after 
a firm commencement values were raised 
further, the whole list closing strong at about 
the highest levels of the day. Consols 4 
per cent. led with an advance of no less 
than 12 points, while the 24 per cent. were 
put. 3 higher. Conversion Loans strengthened 
all round under the lead of the 34 per cent., 
which closed § firmer, while Local Loans 
advanced to 73%, or 2 better on the day. At 
the levels at which the above-mentioned 
stocks now stand, a yield of only just over 
4 per cent. is shown. Irish Free State Land 
Bonds rose by a point to 98, while India 
stocks stiffened the turn all round, the new 
5 per cent. jumping to nearly 4 prem.

NO KREUGER  HOLDINCS. 


SIR GEORGE PATON'S 
SPEECH. 


The fifth ordinary general meeting of the 
British Match Corporation, Ltd., was held 
yesterday at Beaver House, Garlick Hill, 
London, E.C.—Sir George Paton, Chairman 
and Managing Director, presiding. i 

The Chairman said—I must say a few words 
in regard to the tragic death of Mr. Ivar 
Kreuger, which took place in Paris on the 
12th March last. The revelations and dis- 
closures which have followed the suicide of 
this unscrupulous financier have shocked the 
whole world, and have shaken confidé<x=ce to 
a degree which has seldom, if ever, been 
experienced. 

As you will remember, in 1927, when this 
Corporation was formed, we acquired the 
interests of the Swedish Match Company and 
its associated companies throughout the 
British Empire other than in Asia, and the 
Swedish Match Company received 30 per cent. 
of the shares of this Corporation for their 
rights—1.¢., 1,800,000 shares—about which, no 
doubt, you have seen references lately in the 
Press. These shares have been sited 
with the Skandinaviska Bank in Stockholm, 
and I am pleased to tell you that we have 
been able to secure an agreement with that 
bank and the Swedish Match Company which 
provides that the shares will continue to be 
subject to the restrictions made under the 
original agreement. I hold a proxy here for 
these shares. . , 

I must again repeat the. statement which 
was issued by your Board on the 7th April, 
and which I also made the other day at the 
meeting of the shareholders of Bryant and 
May—viz., that neither the British Match 
Corporation nor any of its subsidiaries have 
any holding of shares in the Swedish Match 
Company or any of the Kreuger groups of 
companies, and they have made no loans to 
these companies, nor have they entered into 
any financial guarantees in regard to them. 
I feel sure that this information must have 
been as gratifying to you to receive as it was 
to your Board to announce it. You will 
realise, however—and I do not want to 
minimise it—that a catastrophe of this 
magnitude must have repercussions through- 
out the whole industry and likely for years 
to come. It is terrible to contemplate the 
risks we were running in dealing with this 
arch-swindler, who has deceived and cheated 
the best brains in Europe and America with 
whom he came in contact, and your directors 
are profoundly thankful they have been so 
fortunate that your company has not been 
involved in this terrible financial debdele. 
They need hardly assure you that théy are 
watching events closely, and will use all their 
efforts and experience to protect the interests 
of the Corporation, and also to maintain the 


match industry in the high position it has | 
| from satisfactory, and the hull account, in 


| particular, required most careful handling.

Under all these conditions, and remember- | 


ing the industrial depression not only at 
home, bat throughout the whole world, it is 
very gratifying to your Board to be able to 
present to you accounts showing a profit only 
slightly less than that of last year, and which 
will, I trust, be regarded by the shareholders 
as satisfactory. 
DUTIES. 

This result has been securéd notwithstand 
ing the adverse effect of exchanges, imcreased 
income tax, and the new import duties on 
‘curtain raw materials which we are obliged 
to import—notably, timber. Matches, being 
already subject to Excise and Customs duties 
imposed during the war for revenue rurposes 
which have no protective effect, do not come 
within the scope of the Import Dutres Act. 
As a result of this foreign manufacturers 
escape additional import duties on their 
matches, which are made from the same raw 
materials on which the iritish manufacturer 
must now pay. We laid our case before the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, but he has not 
yet seen his way to correct this anomaly.

In Crossmolina District Court, to-day, there 
was a sequel to the alleged murder of a 
farmer, "Martin Doherty, of Ballyknock, 
Lahardane, Ballina, when Walter bas 
Ballyknock, was put forward. The deposition 
in the case already had been taken, but when 
the papers were sent to the Attorney-General 
it was discovered that Bourke had only been 
charged with manslaughter.

THE EXCHANGE OF CREDIT 
INFORMATION, 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
LUNDUN, Wednesday. 

At, the annual meeting of the National 
Association of Trade Protection Societies, 
held to-day at the Wharncliffe Rooms, 
London, Mr. A. Fannin, of Dublin, seconded 
a resolution welcoming the growing willing- 
ness of merchants and traders to exchanye 
credit information regarding their customers, 
but drawing attention to the fact that ‘many 
unfortunate rumours suggesting financial 
instability had recently been set in motion by 
careless or imperfectly-worded inquiries. 

Mr. Fannin said that the interchange of 
information about credit between business 
firms was a sign of good-will and co-opera- 
tion, and as such should be welcome among 
trade protection societies, but the status ques- 
tion should be very careiully examined before 
it was issued. A question, in fact, might be 
a damning indictment. . it was much easier 
to ruin a reputation than to build one up. 
the subject of the inquiry might be depen. 
dent for his credit facilities upon an answer 
dictated by the digestion of a dyspeptic or 
the disposition of the óon vivant, 

“Credit,” said Mr. Fannin, “‘ is a delicate, 
indefinable reality, and yet a basis upon 
which the whole itabric ot business is built. 
Men's word, their reputation, their 
guarantees are trusted every day of our 
business lives. A game must be played by 
its own rules. Commercial relationships are 
often built upon commercial information, use- 
fully coiected, inteiligentiy used. No one 
can object to supplementing his information 
by every availabie avenue open to him, but 
this resolution points out the risks ot 
injudicious question and answer, and the 
idea should receive general support." 

The resolution was carried.

ARDS 
COURSE TRAFFIC,

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

Details were made available in the 
Northern Parliament to-day of the new 
bill to regulate the admission of motor 
vehicles to the area of the International 
Tourist Trophy Race on the Ards Circuit next 
August. The bill provided that the Ministry 
of Home Affairs may, by an Order, refuse to 
permit to enter the race area on the race day 
any motor car which was not displaying a 
badge. This badge shall be on sale by the 
promoters or guarantors of the race at a 
price not, exceeding 2s. 6d. for any class .of 
motor vehicle. The race area, it is provided, 
shall be such an area as the Inspector- 
General of the Royal Ulster Constabulary - 
define. The Ministry of Home Affairs sha 
not’ make an Order, it is added, unless satis- 
fied that the proceeds of the sale of the pre- 
scribed badge will be applied towards meet- 
ing any loss; any surplus of the proceeds 
would be made available for the promotion of 
car racing in Ulster. 

The Act provides for the exemption of 
motor vehicles usually kept in the race area 
and entering or leaving the area for any pur- 
pose other than the purpose of the race. 
Wilful violation of the Order, or obstruction 
of the police in execution of the Order, is to 
be visited with a fine not exceeding £2.

| Royal Institute of Public Health 
's Congress was resumed to-day in the 

Municipal College of Technology, 

Belfast. 

Dealing with the subject of ‘‘ Tuberculosis 
in Relation to Social Welfare,’ the Northern 
Minister for Home Affairs, Sir Dawson 
Bates, said that in the year 1890 the death- 
rate from pulmonary tuberculosis in the City 
of Belfast was 4.7 per thousand; in 1900 the 
rate was 5,1 per thousand, in 1910 the rate 
had fallen to 2.1, and in the year 1930 it 
had been still further redu to 1 per 
thousand, In forty years they had in that 
ighly industrialised city reduced the death- 
rate by nearly one-fifth. i 

Referring to housing, the Minister said 
that by the policy of the Government they 
had during the last eight or nine years suc- 
ceeded in effecting the provision of upwards 
of 27,500 houses. 

Mr. Thomas Somerset, M.P., dealt with 
“The Progress of Industrial Hygiene in 
Northern Ireland.” 

Sir Thomas Oliver, 
of Durham University, 
ourselves. on being the 
nation of the world, and yet the conditions, 
especially of our old tramp vessels, are in 
many instances, from the point of view of the 
sailors’ comfort and health, far below what 
they might be.'' 


COMFORT OF CREWS. 

Dr. A. M. Critchley, Assistant County 
Medical Officer of Health for West Suffolk, 
said that British ships compared very ‘un- 
favourably with Russian boats as regards the 
comfort of the crews. In the average 
English passenger boat they consider the 
passengers first, then the cargo, and then, if 
there was any room left, they put in the 
crew. he crew were not looked after, 
whereas on a Bolshevik ship it was apparent 
the crew were the essential consideration. 

Dr. James Boyd, Chief Medical .Officer to 
the Northern Ministry of Labour, referred to 
the extravagant claims and false statements 
made in patent medicine advertisements for 
the cure of rhetmatism. The credulous 
sufferers, he said, were fleeced in huge sums, 
and the matter required suitable legislation. 

Viscountess Craigavon delivered an address 
on “ Maternity and Child Welfare," in the 
course of which she said that maternity 
hospitals mow were recognised to be an 
etsential feature by the hospital system, and, 
apart from the work -for which they were 
specially designed, they also fulfilled a useful 
function in connection with the training of 
midwives. It was a matter for great satis- 
faction that. a forward step had Seon taken 
in Belfast to provide an up-to-date maternity 
hospital, and she was glad to learn that the 
various Boards of Guardians in Northern 
Ireland, which had, under the auspices of the 
Ministry for Home Affairs, established new 
and up-to-date district hospitals, had not lost 
sight of the necessity of providing an up-to- 
date wing for maternity cases.

ABOMINABLE PRACTICE. 

Alderman James Dunlop Williamson, M.D.., 
dealt with ‘‘The Sanitary Evolution of Bel- 
fast."" He drew attention to matters which 
he considered to be forcible factors in the 
transmission of infectious diseases. Among 
them he considered that the abominable prac- 
tice of spitting should be made an indictable 
offence. ‘ihe practice should not be tolerated. 
No one knew what harmful germs might be 
present in the throats or mouths of those in 
apparent good health, They might be 
'“earriers ” of diphtheria or other harmful 
bacteria, and as these persons seldom came 
under the care of a doctor they might do 
much harm to the community if this nefarious 
habit was not put a stop to. 

Mothers who had young children to look 
after, particularly those mothers who were 
suffering from tuberculosis, should be advised 
against cuddling and kissing their offspring. 
Household pets, he added, might also be 
productive of much harm.

14,828 PATIENTS TREATED 
IN A YEAR.

The -thirty-fifth annual general: meeting of 
the Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital 
was held yesterday afternoon in the Hosp- 
tal, Adelaide road, Dublin. Lord Glenavy 
presided, and there was a large attendance. 

The non. secretary, Major Arthur Whewell, 
read the report of the Council to 3ist Decem- 
ber, 1951 The Council expressed regret at 
the great loss which the hospital had sus- 
tained by the death of: their President, Sir 
George Roche, who for upwards of thirty 
years had been associated with the. work of 
the hospital. . At the request of the Coun- 
cil, Lord Glenavy had consented to become 
President of the. Hospital. 


PATIENTS FROM ALL IRELAND. 


In the intern department 2.4535 patients 
from all parts of Ireland were admitted to 
beds in the hospital. In the out-patient 
department 12,161 new patients were 
registered, and 2,667 persons returned for 
further treatment, making a total of 14,828 
who received attention during the year, The 
aggregate number of visits paid by these 
patients was 38,680, being an average of 127 
patients attended to daily. 

The debit balance on the revenue account 
had been increased from £6,695 to £7,591. 
Many annual subscribers had died or left the 
country, or were not in a financial position 
to subscribe, consequently the lists had fallen 
to about half the original amount. The 
Hospital Sunday Fund Committee and the 
Government would not include the hospital! 
in the next allocation of funds owing to the 
decision to participate in the Hospitals’ 
Sweepstakes, so that they must expect to 
lose these two annual grants, 


ASSISTANCE FROM “ SWEEPS.”’

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Ex-Soldier’s Fate.—An ex-soldier, James 
McGovern, of Kilpatrick, Navan, came, with 
his wife, to take up residence in a cottage 
at Sheephouse, near Drogheda, on Tuesday, 
and was found dead in bed yesterday morn- 
ing. He was suffering from heart trouble 
for some time past.. He retired on Tuesday 
night rather late, after arranging his furni- 
ture, which he had brought from Kilpatrick, 
and when his wife went to call him yesterday 
morning she found that he was dead. 
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Killed by Motor Cycle.—An inquest was 
held in Lurgan by Mr. T. D. Gibson, Porta- 
down, Coroner for North Armagh, on the 
body of Joshua Scott (60), a dairyman, which 
occurred at his residence, Avenue road, 
Lurgan. The jury found a verdict in accord- 
ance with the us ai given by Dr. Pedlow— 
that the cause of death was heart failure 
following congestion of the lungs, which was 
caused by blood clots teaching the lungs 
from the region of fractured bones in the 
leg. The deceased man, when crossing the 
street on the night of April 27 with a friend, 
was knocked down by a motor cvcle, driven 
by Henry Monaghan, of Ballela, Banbridge. 


Proposed Beet Faectory.—Longford Urban 
Council, on the motion of Mr. R. Power, 
seconded by Mr. James Devine, passed a 
resolution asking the Free State Department 
of Agriculture to fix Longford as a centre for 
the establishment of a beet factory. Mr. E. 
Merry said that a beet factory would give 
eonstant employment to about fifty men all 
the year round, and in the season to about 
a hundred men. The town was ideally 
situated, as the railway and cana] were quite 
convenient, and .they were in the midst of a 
large tillage country which was suited for the 
growing of beet. The building of the factory 
also would give considerable employment. 
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Factory Sites in Cork.—The chairman of 
the Cork Harbour Board (Mr. Réchard 
Wallace) referred at the weekly meeting 
yesterday to the fact that applications were 
coming in from manufacturers for sites in 
Dublin. In view of this he thought that it 
would be well if the Board advertised the 
fact that the Tivoli reclamation area could 
now provide at least four or five acres for 
construction work of this kind. Mr. A. CU, 
Horne agreed with the chairman's sug- 
gestions, and said that considering the 
amount of money that had been spent on 
the scheme, the sooner they got started the 
better. Once an industry had been started 
there others would follow.

Electricity Charges Protest.—Longford 
Urban Council has passed resolutions (on the 
motion of Mr. Doyle, seconded by Mr. Power), 
protesting against the increased charge of 25 
per cent. on the valuation of property in 
arriving at the charges for current, and (on 
the motion of Mr. Fanning, seconded by Mr. 
McKenna), that representation be made to 
the Electricity Supply Board to investigate 
the ‘‘enormous increases’’ cf current now 
reading on meters as compared with .previous 
readings, “this action being taken at the 
request of a nuthber of residents of the 
town.’’ Mr. Fanning said that almost every- 
body. was complaining of the increases shown 
by the meters as compared with the usual 
amount. The tender of the Electricity Supply 
Board for the public lighting. of the town 
from March 31, 1952 to April 1, 1956, at 
£200 was accepted. i 

Damages for Woman Teacher.—At Kells 
(Co. Meath) Circuit Court Mrs. Dolan, 
national teacher, Cormeen, Newcastle. Moy- 
nalty, Kells, sued Mrs. Mary Gibson, a widow 
and a returned American, for £300 damages 
for alleged slander. Mr. T. D. Vance, 
solicitor for the defendant, said that his 
client, who bought a farm and residence on 
her return from America, lived convenient to 
where the plaintiff lived. Rightly or wrongly, 
the defendant thought that there was some. 
thing in the nature of a conspiracy against 
her in the district, and, labouring under the 
excitement, she wrote certain letters to the 
parish priest and also to two curates, She 
realised now that those letters should not have 
been written, and she wished to withdraw 
im toto everything that had been said by her. 
The Judge said that he had not the slightest 
doubt that had the case heen fought out, 
and from the impression he formed of Mrs. 
Dolan. he would have given the full amount 
of £300. He cave a decree for £50 damages 
with costs and expenses, and granted an in- 
junction restraining the defendant from re. 
peating the conduct complained of in the 
cause of action.

AT OTTAWA.

FREE STATE DELEGATES 
NOT YET NAMED. 


From Kevtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

“All the countries in the Empire, with 
the exception of New Zealand and the 
Trish Free State, have notified the Cana- 
dian Government of the names of their 
delegates to the Ottawa Conference, which 
will consider the development of the 
whole resources of the Empire, which con- 
stitutes the greatest estate in the world.” 

This declaration was made by Mr. Ben- 
nett, the Canadian Prime Minister, dur- 
ing a debate in the Dominion House of 
ommons over a vote of a quarter of a 
million dollars to provide the expenses 
im connection with the Conference. 

Mr. Bennett said that the questions 
before the Conference would be mainly 
matters of trade and currenvy. 

The Minister of Justice (Mr. Lapointe) 
declared that if the Ottawa Conference 
was to be successful it must proceed along 
the line of reciprocally lowered tariffs. 
The i of Mr. Bennett at the last 
Conf , to give Great Britain a pre- 
ference based on generally increased 
tariffs, was “ not a fair offer,’’ and there 
should be no preliminary fixed bargaining, 
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
